Monday was in general given over to the 
alumnae, with the exception of a concert in 
the evening and the principal’s reception to 
the graduating class in the afternoon 
Baccalaureate Sermon 

Delivering the baccalaureate sermon to the 
graduating class of Abbot academy on Sun- 
day, June 12, at the south church, Andover, 
Reverend Raymond Calkins, D.D., selected 
for his sermon the thirteenth verse of the 
fifth chapter of St. Matthew, reading: “ Ye 
are the salt of the earth.’’ These words were 
preached by Jesus to his twelve disciples 
during the Sermon on the Mount, prior to 
their going forth to begin their ministries. 
Thus, it was in reality a ‘commencement 
sermon.” 

A digest of Dr. Calkins’ sermon follows: 

Here, as elsewhere in his teachings, Christ 
reached the minds of the people through the 
use of simple parables referring to commodi- 


mentioned verse describes perfectly the 
object of true, apostolic life. Salt is one of the 
most inconspicuous and unobtrusive articles | 
of daily use. At the same time it is tremen- 
dously pungent, so much so that a pinch of it 
is enough to flavor a whole mass or substance 

According to Jesus, this is an exact analogy 
to a life devoted to his service. It is humble 
and inconspicuous, avoiding publicity. Yet, 
s portrayed by the work of the twelve 
disciples, it exerts a pervading influence over

By 
the sheer quality of its power to impart a 
touch of the divine, it is able to make the

The early Christians performed a truly 
miraculous task. Although they were but a 
handful of unknown, unschooled men and 
women, they wholly changed the world in 
which they lived. Through simple piety and 
austere morality, they purified family life, 
and made social relations broad and tolerant, 
By being the “salt of the earth,” they re 
placed pessimism with the hope and assur- 
ance of Christianity. 

This is precisely the work of modern 
disciples. They will go about unheralded and 
unnoticed. But through their virtue, their 
saltiness, they will prevent the social order 
of which they form a part, from degenerating 
into something flat, lifeless, and unwhole- | 
some. In other words, they will act as that 
great necessity of life, “salt.” | 

As we turn back through the pages of | 
history, we find that Plato called salt ‘the | 
gift of the gods,’ while Homer spoke of it as | 
“divine.” Che trade routes of the ancient | 
world were developed for the transportation | 
of salt. Today, the rock salt industries of | 
Wales and India are among the most import- | 
ant industries in the world. Yes, salt is in- | 
conspicuous, but vitally important! | 

Likewise are the simple equivalents of | 
saltiness in character.

Article Tells of 
Andover Farm 


In the first of a series of project articles in 
the Essex Farmer and Homemaker for May, 
the story of the development of Saul 
Shtrumpfman’s poultry farm in West An- 
dover is told. It is accompanied by a photo 
of Mr. Shtrumpfman with a hatful of baby 
chicks. The story follows: 

“This is only a hatful of the 1600 baby 
chicks Saul Shtrumpfman has on his poultry 
farm in Andover, Starting with 1200 chicks 
on his Senior project in 1930, Saul raised 475 
pullets his first summer and built a two- 
decker laying house with grain storage 
rooms, 

His land, covering five and a half acres, 
formerly a spreading pine grove, was broken 
up, and so cleared that room was made for 
the laying house and four brooder houses as 
well, with feeding hoppers plentifully scat 
tered round about, 

There are 1600 chicks now, and 400 year- 
lings raised purely for egg production. 

Half an acre has been plowed for straw- 
berry raising this summer Vegetables for the 
chicks will also be raised, and now visions ol 
a fruit orchard, to be set out on the farthest 
side of his property, are rising in Saul’s mind. 

One hardly needs go West--and_ bac k a 
century ago to find pioneer spirit, when 
right here in Essex County a young man 
starts clearing the land to start farming for 
himself,”

Historic Houses | 
Open on Thursday | 


Six historic houses and their gardens, in 
North Andover, will be open to the public on 
Vhursday, June 23, from 2 to 6 p.m. One 
dollar admission fee includes the six 

Three of these places situated in the first 
parish of old Andover, now known as North 
Andover, form an unique group, and are 
centered round the old burying ground of the 
first settlers of the Plantation of Andover, 
settled in 1642 

lhe house of the Hon, Simeon Bradstreet, 
tirst secretary of the Massachusetts Colony, 
and later Colonial Governor for thirteen 
years, is the oldest. It was built in 1067 on 
the site of an older house, burnt the previous 
year, Here lived Ann Bradstreet, his wife, 
the first poetess in America, and the most 
cultivated woman in the colony, During the 
last thirty years of her life in this house she 
wrote most of her poems, and when she died 
she was carried across the tiny valley to the 
graveyard on the hillside opposite, where she 
was buried. After the death of her oldest son, 
Col. Dudley Bradstreet, in 1702, this house 
passed into other hands, It was at one time 
the boarding school of Master Simeon Put 
nam, two of whose scholars, Amos A. Law-j 
rence and Chandler Robbins, left their auto 
graphs on window panes, which can be seen 
to this day 

Across from the Bradstreet house is the 
gambrel-roofed Phillips Manse, built in 1752 
by the Hon. Samuel Phillips, who was in 
duced, through the persuasion of his son, to 
give the money to found Phillips Andover 
Academy. ‘The windows of this house look out | 
on the stately monumental tomb on_ the 
opposite hillside of the Hon, Samuel Phillips 
and his consort Elizabeth. Unlike the Brad 
street house, the Phillips Manse still belongs 
to direct descendants of the builder. It was 
at one time the summer home of Bishop 
Phillips Brooks, and now belongs to his 
nieces, 


Further up on Academy Road stands the 
third house of this group, the square Revo 
lutionary period Kittredge house, built in 
1784 by Dr. Thomas Kittredge from designs 
by MelIntyre, and now occupied by a de 
scendant of the builder, In one of the rooms | 
may still be seen the hook on which Dr 
Kittredge hung a mannikin when teaching | 
his pupils, before the days of medical schools 

These houses as a group representing three 
periods of colonial architecture, with one of 
the oldest graveyards in New England near 
by, cannot be duplicated in America

**A Taxpayer’s Catechism”’ 

The following is a reprint of an editorial 
which appeared in the “ Banker and Trades 
man” on May 21. It is an interesting com- 
parison of business and governmental meth 
ods of balancing budgets 
To Balance or Merely Nearly Balance? 

(). How does the average business man go 
about balancing his budget in this war-on- 
depression? 

A. First he figures his possible income, and 
he figures it low so as to be on the safe side 
Then he cuts his expenses to meet that 
figure, with a little margin for safety. Really, 
it’s very simple. 

(). How does the Government (and the 
State) go about balancing its budget? | 

A. We're not quite sure, but it looks like | 
this: All the politicians get together and | 
raise a great shout for “economy.” That's | 
the first move, and it’s a tried and true | 
method that has always satisfied the dear | 
public in the past and may work this time, | 
so it’s worth trying. Then the politicians 
break up into groups. Group No, 1 says, | 
“Let's cut down on everything except” | 
(and here follows a list of exceptions that are 
politically sacred). Group No. 2 says, “Let's 
cut down on everything except’ (more pet 
exceptions). And so with groups Nos. 3, 4, 5 | 
and 6. Then the groups come together. There | 
is wrangling that ends in a swapping bee, and | 
when that is over the “exceptions” have all | 
been “excepted” and the only way to 


fashioned method of raising the taxes, Of 
course, the people will be satisfied! They 
always have been in the past! We, the leg- 
islators, know what is best for the people! 
That is how the budget is balanced in the 
halls of National and State Legislation | 

(). Does the average business man, when 
he cuts his expenses to balance his budget 
cut out only the things he can get along 
easily without? 

A. No. He cuts luxuries and trimmings | 
first, then tots up his figures. No balance | 
yet! He cuts some so-called necessities. He 
tots up again. Still no balance, but he sees 
that he’s on the right track! He cuts deep | 
into the heart of what he has always con- 
sidered absolute necessities. And lo! He gets 
a balance! It hurts like sin, but the darn| 
thing is balanced and he knows that within | 


the limits of human fallibility he’s safe to go | 
ahead on that basis 

Q. Does the Government—State or Fed 
eral—go about it in the same way? 

A. No, indeed! Once an item of expense 
has been put on the governmental books it 
apparently becomes not a luxury, not even 
a necessity nor an absolute necessity, but an 
absolutely irremovable necessity that would 
break someone's political heart to have re 
moved. And so it isn't removed. 

Q. What is the difference between the 


the budget and the governmental way of 
balancing the budget? 

A. Figure it out for yourself on your next 
year’s tax bill. And the answer will be start- 
ling unless right now you can convince your 
political representatives that there are a lot 
of expensive luxuries in government that you 
can get along without—perhaps including 
themselves, unless they see the light 

Summary 

In rubbing it into Congress it is inevitable 
that we all hit some of the really able, con 
scientious men who are honestly and earnest- 
ly striving to bring order out of chaos. This is 
too bad, of course, but the need of pressure | 
is so great that we urge taxpayers every- | 
where to keep the pressure on the “just as on | 
the unjust” until something approaching a
